—At the last Import Advisory Council Meeting held on the 30th August, 
1958, it was stated that the announcement of pohey for the period October ’58 “ March ’59 might 
be delayed by about three weeks. The following arrangements are being made in order to avoid 
dislocation :—

(fc) Expected arrivals against licences in hand ; 

(c) Detailed Justification for grant ofliccnccs applied for; 

(d) Whether any usable substitute material is available indigenously and, if so, why it cannot 

be used either partially or fuUy j

Licences for import of goods under the Export Promotion Scheme embodied in Appendices 
XXIII and XLII to the Red Book forf April—September 1958 period, will continue to be granted 
in [accordance with the provisions contained in the said schemes. 

III. Items enumerated in Annexurc II will be licensed to Established Importers in accord¬ 
ance with the quota percentage mentioned in that Annexure. These licences, where granted, 
would be subject to the conditions detailed in Annexurc II, The last date for receipt of applica¬ 
tions will be I'I2-I958. 

IV. In respect of items mentioned In Annexurc III it is proposed to extend the basic year 
to include 1956-57 and Established Importers are requested to submit applications for re-establish¬ 
ment of quotas for these items to the licensing authorities concerned, not later than the 15th 
November, 1958. 

V. The Open General Licence No. LIU which expires on 30th September, 1958 has been 
replaced by the issue of a fresh Open General Licence No. LIV which has been reproduced at 
Annexure IV.
